We shall permit no one, not even the 
Senator’s Los Angeles paper, to evince 
greater dispatch and earnestness in 
rendering unto J o n e s , all things that 
are J o n e s ’. 
The Senator has built 
some sixteen miles of railroad in our 
county. Los Angeles lies at one end 
of this road, and the Senator’s thirty- 
five thousand aeres of land at the 
other.

vorablejnor an unfavorable stand­ 
point. The Senator has built this 
much road, and as no county ever 
had too much railroad we are thank­ 
ful for the favor conferred. In com­ 
mon with the entire community we 
shall labor dilligently in the task of 
enabling the Senator to build one 
hundred miles of road for each mile of 
track he has built, provided he con­ 
tinues the policy on which he has 
acted up to 
this time, to w it: 
a 
private 
speculation 
for 
his 
private gain in which only his private 
means are invested. 
While the Sen­ 
ator builds railroads in this part of 
the State on this plan we pledge him 
the earnest support of the H e r a l d 
and the hearty co-operation of every 
Citizen. This 
assurance 
will, 
we 


think, refute in the miud of every 
fair minded man the charge that we 
oppose subsidy for no other reason 
than that it is asked for Senator 
J o n e s . Now of subsidy itself: 
We 
are opposed to it on principle. It is a 
process for taxing the public for the 
benefit of private individuals. It ab­ 
sorbs much and returns little; it takes 
from the many and gives to the few; 
it imposes a sore tax and promises 
but an inadequate reward; It oppresses 
the living aud is a stumbling block in 
the pathway of those that come here­ 
after. It is a species of wealth cen­ 
tralization which, if indulged in to a 
too great extent, creates slaves of the 
many aud makes masters of the few; 
it is almost an immediate outlay for a 
far distant aud long coming return; it 
is a system of taxation that has be­ 
come odious and will no longer be en­ 
dured. If the demand of the Express 
was submitted to our people it would 
receive 
an emphatic refusal from 
ninety-nine out of every one hundred 
voters who own one thousand dollars’ 
worth of property. The stock bait 
held out by the Express will not se­ 
cure a nibble. 
The people are not 
gudgeons. They do not need to be 
told that a million dollars’ worth of 
stock would give them no control in 
the management or disposition of the 
road. 
They would be stockholders 
until they were sold out, but at no 
time would they be controllers. This 
is the matter in a nutshell, and we un­ 
hesitatingly assert that a 
Journal 
that asks a community as well pro­ 
vided with railroads as ours now is, 
to burden itself with a million dollar 
subsidy debt, is inimical to the coun­ 
try, an enemy to the people and a dan­ 
gerous and deadly foe to our present 
and prospective prosperity.

The State Dentists’ Association met 
to-day. J. S. Crawford, of Los Ange­ 
les, was elected a member. 
Yesterday afternoon while a child 
four years of age, named Latham, was 
playing with an elder brother, he ob­ 
tained possession of some firecrackers, 
which set fire to his clothing. Before 
the flames were extinguished the lit­ 
tle fellow’s nether extremities and the 
lower part of his body were badly 
burned. He was removed to his home 
and died at 4 o’clock this mording. 
Ah Wy, the heathen domestic who 
Indecently assaulted a little four-year- 
old girl, was fined $500 in the Police 
Court to-day. William Brown, for in­ 
decent exposure, was fined a similar 
amount. They went to jail for 250 
days each. 
This afternoon an affray occurred in 
a blacksmith shop on the corner of

EASTERN NEW S. 


The Antl-Clilnese Resolution Passes 
tbe House. 


W a s h i n g t o n ,June 13th.—Thejoiut 
resolution reported by Piper from the 
Committee on Commerce, and passed 
by the House nnder suspension of the 
rules to-day, requested the President 
to submit to the Government of the 
Chinese Empire an additional article 
to the Burlingame treaty of July 28th, 
1868, to the following effect: “The 
United States of America do. hereby 
reserve the right .to regulate, restrict 
or prevent the immigration of Chinese 
subjects into the United States, except 
forcommercial purposes; and, recipro­ 
cally, the Emperor of China likewise 
does reserve the right to regulate, re­ 
strict or prevent the immigration of 
citizens of the United States into the 
Chinese Empire, except for commer­ 
cial purposes.” The joint resolution 
as originally introduced by Represen­ 
tative Page of California was amended 
by the Committe by inserting the 
words, “except for commercial pur­ 
suits.” The vote on its passage was: 
yeas, 128; nays 15; and the point of or­ 
der that a quorum had not voted was 
raised, but afterwards withdrawn, and 
the lesolutiou was declared passed by 
ttie 
required 
two-thirds majority. 
The vote lacked only two of being'a 
quorum. 


Democratic Convention. 


D o v e r , N. H., June 13th.—The 
Democratic State Convention met to­ 
day and chose delegates to the St. 
Louis Convention. 
The delegates 
were instructed to cast their vote as a 
unit for Hon. Thos. Bayard, and in­ 
structs them to use all honorable 
means to secure his nomination for 
the Presidency. 


Counting tbe Chancee. 


O m a h a , June 13th.—A special from 
Cincinnati to the Republican says at 
the Blaine caucus last evening a count 
was made, giving Blaine 207 on tbe 
first ballot and 52 more on the Becond. 
The Nebraska delegation are among 
those who will make a Blaine fight to 
the last. The New York force for 


Conkling is the best organized. They 
have all the leading working men of 
the State here working just as they 
are accustomed to do at home. The 
CoDkling men are incessantly visiting 
the delegate headquarters by turns. 
At the Nebraska headquarters this 
morning was found the Conkling com­ 
mittee. This is their argument: We 
of New York are for the candidate of 
the convention, but think we can do 
better with Conkling 
than with 
Blaine. If we were sure that the 
Democrats would nominate Tilden we 
should feel more confident of success 
with some other man than Conkling. 
If we do not nominate Conkling the 
Democrats will -nominate Seymour 
and carry the State. Seymour is not 
out of the race. He has been making 
himself popular 
with 
the 
mass 
of the people, and will command 
the solid vote of the party. 
The 
only men who can beat Seymour in 
New York is Conkling, aud there are 
many Democrats who will vote for 
Coukling if the Democrats nominate 
anybody else than Seymour. The in­ 
dications are that Pennsylvania will 
name the candidate. If Hartranft can­ 
not win, either Blaine, Conkling or 
Morton are waiting till Pennsylvania 
adds her strength and can give one of 
them the majority. 
The Bristow 
force are not making a sensational 
fight. They are working through cir­ 
culars aud addresses, with which they 
flood all incoming trains and public 
buildings here. 
Tbe Mortonites are 
worbiug under the surface and are 
very strong. The Conklingites ap­ 
p e a r to eye aud ear continually with 
61acards, processions aud bauds.
